Annual Report of the Adjutant-flenora 


ol the Army. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—The annual 


report of the adjutant-general to the 
major-general commanding' the army 
\viib made public yesterday. The re- 
port shows that a marked decrease iu 
the number of prisoners in confinement 
has taken place during the past year, 
and it is shown that the decrease in the 
numbi-r received ia about an even rate 
^ ith tho decrease of th* number of de- 
fiiTtlnns in the army. At the beginning 
of tlie year there wcro 481 persons in 
confinement; tho number received dur- 
ing-the year was 245, 
and the number 


lost was 8H, leaving 378 in confinement 
June 510, 1801. 


The various indr^tries in the prison 


unil tho improvements about the prison 
and the post of Fort Luavcnworth have 
bt'cn carried ou with cubtomary dili- 
tfiMire, and there does not appear to 
have boon any lack of occupation for 
prisoners. 


The union nt released for the prison 


fund from labor of prisoners and sales 
of niisci'llaiu'ous >natertial was 81,113.- 
1!\ all of which was turned into tho 
I'niU-d Stiiten treasury 
The mental 


and moral improvement of the prison- 
ers have been subjects of special atten- 
tion ami the indications are that #ood 
results will follow the faithful efforts 
of the officers who have charge of the 
departments. 


No deaths have occurred in the past 


two years either among* the guards or 
among the prisoners, a fact which 
bpcaks well of the sanitary condition of 
the prison and the vigilance and skill of 
tin1 prison surgeon.

ommendations:

an annual appropriation of 


tMOO.OOO be mndc for gymnasiums for 
ponnnnont posts. 


That suitable buildings be provided 


fur tho post canteens and amusement 
moms.

length of service of private soldiers be 
limited to fifteen years, retaining only 
iion-cominiBsionecl officers until retired. 


Thut captains of artillery and infan- 


try on the march and in the field be

That a bounty bo given to men on 


rtischanrc* after ten and fifteen years 
f a i t h f u l and 
efficient service.

would require $353,425 annually for tho 
nu.xt live years. 


In conclusion he says it is reasonable 


to believe that if tlie recommendations 
Mibmitted receive favorable action such 
contentment will prevail in the army 
us will surely go far to counteract the 
causes and blot out the odious offence oi 
desertion, which so much reduces its 
eflicloncy, adds enormously to the ex- 
pense of recruiting, and is such a drain 
upon the political power of the country 
us shown by the fact of 50,000 men at 
large disenfranchised; and 823,000,000 
lost to the treasury during the past 
twenty-four and one-half years.

A BBA~OF FLAME. 


Frlehtful Prairie Fires In Kansas,'With 


Undoubted Lous o* IjliA. 


KANSAS CITY. Ma, Oct. 81.—Lawyer 


Wit! and Boone, who yesterday arrived 
from the western part of Kansas, re- 
ports terrible prairie flres in Geary and 
Ford counties. For miles the Santa 
Fe train, on which he was a passenger, 
traveled at its utmost speed through a 
sea of flame, with every window and 
ventilator 
down. From 
the train 


could bo seen burning farm buildings 
and stacks of grain uni hay, and peo- 
ple and stock fleeing before the flames. 


Mr. Boone says there must have been 


a number of human lives and many 
head of stock lost in the vicinity of 
Beaumont, Butler county. Thousands 
of acres of grazing land were burned 
over Thursday night. Fences were de- 
stroyed and stock was burned or scat- 
tered in all directions. 


Inquiry at the local Santa Fe office 


failed to gain any Information, al- 
though it was said there It was possible 
for such a state of affairs to exist and 
the local office know nothing of it. 


Near Argonia, Mrs. C. Twining was 


burned up in her house. Thisnre sur- 
rounded the town of Argonia, and it 
took hard work to save the buildings 
ou the outskirts. 


A telegram from Guthrie, 0. T., re- 


ceived late last night, says prairie fires 
have swept over the entire Pottawat- 
tomie reservation and the adjoining 
countries doing thousands of dollars 
damage. Hundreds of farmers have 
lost all their hay, grain and pasture, 
while a score or more have their homes 
destroyed. Many new settlers were 
caught on the road and their wagons 
loaded with household ^Oods were 
burned
